TO HIS EXCELLENCY THE 

■RIGHT HON. JOHN POYNTZ EARL SPENCER, LORD LIEUTENA.NT GENERAL 
AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, &c. &c. 

W E, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, whose hands and cor- 
porate seal ai'e hereunto annexed, beg leave, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the Act 3 & 4 Will 4, c. 37, to submit to your Excellency the Report 
of the proceedings of the Commissioners for the year which ended the 1st of August 
1868, and an account of their receipts and disbursements during the same period, 
distinguishing the specific sources from which all moneys have been derived, and 
the specific purposes to which they have been applied; also, an account of their 
receipts and disbursements in relation to Primate Boulter s and Primate Robin- 
son’s Funds. 

The sum appropriated at the usual annual special meeting of the Board in 
November 1866, for the several Church works of this year, amounted to 
59,OOU. 14^. Id.; of this, 15,0541 4s. Id. was set apart towards the 
completion of 23 Churches undertaken in former years, and 8,0501 towards 
erecting eight Parish and District Parochial Churches, S87 1. lOs. to complete the 
amounts required for the enlargement of seven Churches already partially pro- 
vided for, and 4,830 L towards the enlargement of 13 other Churches, and 1,0001 
towards the restoration of the Cathedral and Parochial Cmirch of St. 
the Diocese of OssorVs and 2,0001 towards the restoration of the Cathedial 
and Parochial Church of St. Finbars, in the Diocese of Cork, m aid of verv 
large contributions from the Deans and Chapters, and from, private souices, ana 
which have been approved by his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and Privy 
Council, and the residue, amounting to 26,990 I, was appropriated to the repmrs 
of Churches, and for fencing Churchyards, including the expenses connected 
with carrying out these several works.

In the sum of 8,050 L above mentioned is included 1,400 L, granted in the 
previous year towards the erection of two Churches, and which are now included 
in this Report, inasmuch as the grants macleiu the previous yearw^ere afterwards 
rescinded, the conditions on whicli same were then made not liaving been com- 
plied with within the period prescribed by the Board ; and in the sum of 4,830 /. 
is included 570 granted in the previous year towards the enlargement of two 
of the Churches which Ire also included in this Report, inasmuch as the grants 
then made were afterwards rescinded for a like reason.

By the half-yearly returns of promotions, it appears that appointments have 
been made within the year to 134 Benefices, consisting of 4 dignities, 13 prebends, 
and 117 parochial Benefices ,• of these 33 appear to be subject to ecclesiastical 
tax. 

With reference to the vacancy which took place in the Prebend of Swords, 
in the Diocese of Dublin, not having cure of souls within the meaning of the 
statutes, the Commissioners recommended the appointment to be suspended, 
and they have been informed that by an Order in Council of the 6th March 1868, 
the glebe lands of Lissenhall were disappropriated from the Prebend of Swords, 
and united lo the Vicarage of Swords ; and that, by another order of the same 
date, the appointment to the Prebend was suspended, and the tithe rpt-cliarge 
disappropriated therefrom, and transferred to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 

Twenty applications for the purchase of Perpetuities have been received, 
and the sum^ realised from this source within the year has amounted to 
4Q6Q/ 4 s lid' and from instalments in repayment of mortgage loans under 
2f&24Vkt.c.l50.L108/.6.,7</. 

The sum of 18,000 L has been invested temporarily in Government securities 
pending the execution of works for which contracts were entered into. 
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The animal account of the Trust Fund ailsing under Bishop Gore’s will, 
tmnrmiriate tithes of Cahir Parish, in the Diocese of Lismore, has been 
furnished by the Commissioners to the Bishop of Cashel, Waterford, and Lismore. 
pursuant to the direction of the Court of Chancery. 

All which is submitted to your Excellency’s consideration.
